While  we  are  extremely  particular  in  having  our  trees  and  plants  true 
to  name  and  free  from  mixture,  misfakes  may  occur,  and  it  is  therefore 
mutually  agreed  between  the  purchaser  and  us  that  we  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible only  so  far  as  to  replace  such  trees  as,  on  proper  proof,  may  be 
found  to  be  untrue  to  label,  or  refund  the  amount  originally  received 
for  them. 


Our  Nurseries  are  inspected  every  year,  and  every  shipment  will  be  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  of  the  State  Examiner.  As  a further  precaution  all 
fruit  trees  will  be  fumigated  before  shipment.
